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Shall  We  Have 
Men  or  Women 
For  Teachers? 

This  Article  Says  That  the  Problem, 
Largely  an  Economic  One,  Should 
Intorest  Public  and  Educators. 

Most  i£  not  all  men,  at  least,  will 
ngrco  with  Professor  Rogers  of  tho 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
that  tlio  influeneo.  of  mon  teachers  is 
dosirablo,  especially  for  boys  in  their 
moro  formative  years.  Professor  Rog¬ 
ers  believes  that  the  oxtensivc  use  of 
women  teachers  “has  produced  a  people 
incompetent,  to  think  politically  and 
philosophically.  ”  Maybe  that,  if  true, 
is  attributable  to  tho  fact  that  until 

{a  short  tiine  ago.  tho  women  had  little 
occasion  to  think  politically  thomsolvos. 
Whether  they  have  had  or  now  have 
any  occasion  or  need  to  think  philosoph¬ 
ically  we  leave  to  tho.  decision  of  a 
competent  jury  (of  men). 

It  is  hardly  necessary,  however,  to 
argue  the  obvious,  In  a  world  made  up 
1  of  men  as  well  as  women  and  in  a 

(social  order  that  is  the  creation  of 
both,  over  a  vory  long  period,  it  i3 
j  unite  apparent  that  tho  viewpoint  and 
1  Character  of  both'  should  bo  factors  of 
approximately  equal  weight  in  tho 
t1"ljining  of  youth.  That  point  readily  is 
conceded,  with  respoct  to  tho  home,  tho 
uiyit  of  the  social  order.  It  is  no  loss 
^important  with  regard  to  the  school. 
/'Educators  and  lay  observers  (including 
•  some  women)  have  noted  tho  fact.  The 
f  issuo  is  not  -desirability  of  more  men 
teachers,  especially  in  the  upper  grades 
|  and  in  high  school,  but  rather  the  means 

Ito  bo  employed  in  getting  conipotont 
men  into  tho  field  and  keeping  them 
there. 

A  wido  survey  conducted  recently 
•from  teachers’  college  at  Columbia 
||  university  brought  tho  conclusion  that 
|j  women,  judged  by  all  tho  ordinary 
tS  standards  of  teaching,  could  bo  termed 
!i|v  Jully  as  cpiqpetent  ns,  men  .(jud.in.sqnie, 
:>)•'  “respects  might  bo  rated  even  higher. 
H?  Yet  there  was  tho  further  conclusion 
jf  that  men  teachers,  in  many  cases  at 

!!.  least,  should  bo  given  higher  pay.  That 
was  not  in  ( consideration  of  any  con¬ 
ditions  outsido  the  school,  but  rather 
of  the  fact  that  tho  influeneo  of  mon 
was  needed  in  tho  training  of  youth. 

Tho  fundamental  situation,  of  courso, 
is  economic.

2.  Failure  of  householders  to  attend 
housemothers  ’  meetings. 

3.  Failure  to  report  when  their  rooms 
aro  filled. 

4.  Failure  to  report  tho  breaking  of 
studont  regulations  and  cases  of  severe 
illness. 

4.  Failure  to  provido  sufficient  hot 
water  for  tho  number  of  baths  specified 
in  tho  studont  regulations. 

C.  Failure  to  keep  rooms  sufficiently 
warm  at  all  times  and  sufficiently 
lighted  for  study  purposes. 

7.  For  keeping  men,  either  students 
or  outsiders,  in  tho  houses  with  women 
students.  Exception  to  this  rule  can  bo 
made  only  after  a  thorough  understand¬ 
ing  by  tho  dean  of  women  and  after 
tho  arrangement  is  appproved  by  her. 

III.  Tho  College  reserves  -  the  right  to 
issuo  cards  first  to 

1.  Houses  where  there  has  been  will¬ 
ing  co-operation  in  tho  past. 

2.  Houses  which  aro  best  equipped  as 
to  heat,  light,  sanitation,  furnishings, 
bathroom  facilities,  etc. 

3.  Houses  where  there  aro  no  daugh¬ 
ters  who  do  not  havo  to  observe  the 
College  rules  regarding  dates  and  hours.
